PROGRESSIVE CITIZENS FEEL 


CONFIDENT ISSUE WILL 


CARRY 


Believing that a district election 


will give them the roads their com- 
munity wants, save time by going 
ahead now, and eventually be to 
their gain financially whenever the 
county votes a county-wide issue 
leading citizens 
of the Purdon 


community are confident that their 
good roads election on November 
7 will see their section put in the 
'good roads class." Several of the 
Purdon citizens In Corslcaha this 
week expressed their confidence 
that good roads will win by a size- 
able majority. 


These citizens recall that when 


the Corsicana district voted $2,- 
500,000 in road bonds the opinion 
was expressed by many that these 
roads would not be well under way 
before the whole county 
would 


vote funds for highway Improve- 
ment. Inr view ot the district elec- 
tions already in prospect in Pur- 
don and Rice and strong interest in 
other sections this forecast seems 
even more probable, they point out. 


As evidence of the remarkable 


strides in highway Improvement 
the good1 roads leaders are point- 
Ing out. that the first Stae aid law 
was only passed in Texas in 1917 
and that in teti years thousands, ot 
miles ot high cfcss pavement have 
been built with many more hun- 
dreds planned. This State aid law 
followed the lead taken by 
the 


Federal Government 
in allotlng 


funds to match State money for 
road building. 


Good road' advocates called at 


tentlon to the fact that he large 
sums of money appropriated every 
year by the Federal Government 
for road building are inspired by 
the desire to carry the advantages 
of good roads to farming commu- 
nities and that the Federal 
Bu- 


reau of public roads is really a 
part of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 
. 
I 


As an evidence that it is cheap- 


er to build good* roads'than to do 
without them, attention was called 
to the experiments conducted by 
the Iowa State College of Agricul- 
ture Experiment Station where it 
was shown that a car weighing one 
and a hah* tons traveled twenty- 
one miles per flour on'a gallon of 
gas on a hard-surfaced road, and; 
only fourteen miles per hour on 
fair gravel, and ten miles per hour 
on'earth road- These Iowa tests 
have been checked by the. Federal 
government and the 
statement 


made that a car which travels an 
average of 5,000 miles per year 
traveling halt the mileage on pav- 
ed roads, saves its owner $65 per 
year In up-keep as compared to tbe 
car which travels all the time on 
earth roads. 


Along this line attention 
war- 


called to the United States Agri- 
culural year book which reads as 
follows: "Because of the 
great 


multiplication of motor vehicles It 
has now come about that the num- 
bers of vehicles 
using our man 
roads are so great that the accu- 
mulated savings 
resulting from 


road improvement will more than 
pay the cost ot the most expensive, 
types ot road. It must be clear 
therefore, that improved roads are 
not a luxury to be enjoyed if we 
have the means and put aside If 
we have not The fact Is that we 
lose more »y not improving them 
than it costs to improve -them; so 
that we may say that we pay for 
improved "roads whether we have 
them or not. and we pay. less If we 
have them than If we have not." ,:,
